America At The Crossroads Afte: 


However you interpret the 
results of the election, it is clear 
that America has moved into 
one of those crucial historical. 
moments when it must come 
together to overcome a crisis 
that threatens to engulf us all. 

There are four major obser- 
vations that must be drawn 
from any non-partisan view of 
the current scene. The first is, 
that we are in a Depression. 
The current downturn started 
in 1980, unemployment is in 
the double-digit range, and 
most of the rest of the world is 
in the same boat. 

Recessions are relatively 
short, not as severe, and don't 
blanket the entire industrial 
world at the same time. So this 
is a full-scale Deptession and 
the sooner we face up to label- 
ing it for what it is, the sooner 
we can dig our way out. ’ 

The second is 
that this Dépression has 
imposed Intolerable costs. 
Over $300 billion of goods and 
services that would otherwise 
have been produced were not.

It 
endangers the social security 
system, which would be fully 
solvent in a full-employment

The human costs are incred- 
ible - almost twenty million 
people out of work or dropouts 
from the labor market because 
of the scarcity of jobs that even

researchers have found that 
“every one percent increase in 
unemployment results in a 2 
percent increase in deaths, a3 
to 4 percent rise in mental hos- 
pital admissions, and increases 
of five percent in homicides, 
imprisonment, and infant mor- 
tality.

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$$$ HELP FOR VETERANS 


_Ex-Military Service Personnel May Be Eligible For Benefits 


Ex-military service nnel who are honorably discharged 
from the service on o er July 1, 1981, and are currently 
unemployed may be eligible for 13 weeks of unemployment 
insurance benefits, according to the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services. 

OBES Administrator Gary E. Stein said some ex-service men 
and women who are now employed may also be eligible for 
benefits provided they were unemployed for a period after Oct. 
31 this year. 

Under the new law by the Reagan administration, eligible 
ex-service persons should file claims as soon as possible at the 
nearest OBES or lose part of their benefits. 

Also, a 7.4 percent increase in Veterans Administration 
compensation checks last month to disabled veterans and 
dependents is one of the numerous improvements in veterans 
benefits, VA Administrator Robert Nimmo said. 


‘ 

The increase and improvements in benefits have been 
brought on due to the new Veterans’ Compensation, 
Education, and Employment amendments signed into law by 
the President Ronald Reagan on Oct. 14. 

According to the VA, the rate boost means an increase from 


$58 to $62 per month for a veteran with disabitity rated at 10° 


percent. A veteran with a 50 percent disability now receives 
$352 a month, and a veteran with 100 percent disability now 
receives. $1,213 a month, the new legislation says. 

The legislation also increases annual allowance to 
certain veterans whose artificial limbs or wheelchair cause 
wear on their clothing. The amount goes from $305 to $327. 

In addition, the bill provides a compensation rate increase to 
veterans who suffer from service-connected blindness in both 
eyes, including those who have incurred the service- 
connected loss or loss of use of arm or leg. 


Among other things, the bill also: - : 

eAuthorizes payment of a $300 burial allowance for 
unclaimed bodies of certain wartime veterans for deaths 
occurring after Sept. 30, 1982; —- 

Removes the bar against payment of Serviceman's Group 
Life Insurance and Veterans Group Life Insurance proceeds in 
the event a claim is filed more than four years after the 
insured's death; . 

Authorizes the VA to guarantee loans made for the purpose 
of refinancing a lien on a manufactured home, or for 
purchasing a lot for such a home, changes the term “mobile 
home” to manufactured home; 

Provides that burial benefits are payable if a veteran dies 
while a patient in a nursing home under VA contract; : 

eimproves on administration by the Department of Labor on 
the provision of employment and training opportunities for 

i and Vietnam era veterans.

tor. They argued and Gilligan 
agreed, that replacing a black 
Republican with a black 
Democrat would carry little or 
no political impact. 

So instead of gunning for the 
industrial Relations post, they 
pushed a black for the Admin- 
istrator of the Bureau of 
Employment Service. As a 
result the late Bill Garnes 
became the first black director 
of the BES, one of the most 
powerful positions in the 
Cabinet. 

Consequently, Celeste’s 
black advisors are most likely 
to press for such key posts as 
the BES, the Department of 
Liquor Control, Natural 
Resources, or one of the other 
influential directorships never 
held by a black. 

Of course these specula- 
tions are not intended to imply 


that black Republicans in 
lower level jobs will bé ‘safe 
when Celeste begins doling 
out the political spoils. 

As an example, Paul 'Mag- 
gard of Cleveland, deputy 
director of the Department of 
Administrative Services ard in 
charge of the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity (EEO), is vir- 
tually certain to be replaced.
